BEDOUINS TO SURRENDER. 

Itis reported that negotiations are pro- 
ceeding furthe surrender at Meks of 2,000 
Bedouins now with Arabi Pasha. 

TO THE FRONT. 

Another report states that Gen. Wolseley 
will make an attack possibly on Saturday 
morning in two columns along the route of 
the last reconnoizsance and another by way of 
Lake Aboukir, striking Arabi’s army ata 
point where his right rear rests on the Mah- 
moudieh Canal. 

GONE TO JOIN ARABI. 

There is resson to beijieve that the young 
I-alian nava! officer reported missing on the 
15th inst. absconded with the intention of 
giving Arabi Pasha assistance. 

ARRIVALS. 

The troop-ship Euphrates, with the Second 
Battallion of the Manchester Regiment and a 
battery of royal artillery, and the transport 
Capella, with the Duke of Teck, have arrived.

ROME, August 17.—Menotti Garibaldi de- 
nies that ne is recruiting for the Egyptians. 
He says the difficulties of such a move would 
prevent its accomplishment. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 17.—The report 
that the Ulemas have deposed the Sultan is 
untrue. On the contrary, the Sultan, at the 
feast of Beiriam, on Tuesday, received sev- 
eral congratulatory telegrams from Cairo and 
other parts of Egypt. 

ALFXANDRIA, August 17.—Gen. Wolseley 
presided ata council of waron board the 
Salamis yesterday. 

Soldiers of the Forty-ninth Regiment yes- 
terday extinguished a fire believed to be in- 
cendiary, behind the ruins of the Zizmia 
Palace. Native police looked on, but offered 
no resistance. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, August 17.—It is stated 
in Turkish circles that the hesitation to issue 
a prociamation against Arabi Pasha is owing 
to the fact that a telegram was received from 
him five days ago expressing his readiness to 
submit to the authority of the Sultan, 
but stating that be could not leave his 


soldiers without a head until the arrival of 
Turkish troops in Egypt, when he would in- 
stantly hand over his command tothe furk- 
ish Government. The militarv convention is 
still unsettled for the sanie reason.

LOUISVILLE, August 17.—The .movement 
for the railroad celebration in September is 
enlisting ail of our citizens, and even prom- 
ises to bea memorable one. The city will 
bave such athrong of people within its bor- 
ders as it bas never Known before. The 
parade will be one of the most attractive fea- 
tures of the pregramme, and it will exceed in 
extent, tnterest and variety anything of like 
character ever seen here before. On the night 
of September 12 the entire city is to be illn- 
minated on a seale which will exceed in bril- 
liancy and beauty the illumination with 
which we greeted President Hayes. Arches 


of light will be constructed at the principal 
street crossings from Main to Broadway, and 
public and private buildings will be illumi- 
nated. Greatnumbers of railroads are co- 
operating heartily with our citizens and have 
agreed «na one-cent rate from all points on 
the Louisville, New Albany and Chicago and 
Loutsville, Evansville aud St. Lou's Air Line 
from Seymour and all intermedia‘e pvints of 
the J., M. & [. from Huntington aad all the 
intermediate points on the L. & N., and it is 
supposed ftom all stations on the C., 0. &S. 
W. as far as Memphis. 


THE BANKERS. 


Proceedings at the Annual Convention 
in Saratoga. 


SaraToaa, N. Y.. August 17.—In the Bank- 
ers’ Association, Hewey, of Mobile, gavea 
brief account of the crop prospects in the 
Southern States, which are good. The plan- 
ters of Alabama are gettiog rid of the incubus 
of debit, the mineral wealth of the State is 
great and it only needs capital to deveiop it. 
The improvement of the rivers is doing much 
for the State. W. H. Perkins, of Mississippi, 
read a paper on the industrial growth of 
Mississippi and the cotton States. 

ARKANSAS. 

Logan H. Roots, president of the Mer- 
chants’? Bank, of Little Rock, gave a glowing 
account of the progress and present prosper- 
ous condition of business in that State. The 
old times when the planters considered it 
necessary to keep in debt to their commission 
merchants bave passed away, and the new 
crop is Seing made with greet economy, 80 
that the planters will have much money ahead 
next fall and winter. He called for capital to 
Jeyelop the mineral and agricultu ral resources 
of Arkansas; also, for young men to act as 
book-keepers and accountants. 

R. M. Nelson, of Selma, Ala., made a brief 
representation of the condition of things in 

ALABAMA. 
He told how everything is now prospering, 
and claimed the South to be the most pros- 
perous country in the world. He eulogized 
Thomas Scott of Pennsylvania, who opened 
the railroad there and said that now railroads 
in Alabama cannot obtain the means to move 
the freight offering. 
CURRENCY AND BONDS. 

The Executive Counci! presented @ resolu- 
tion, which was adopted, in relation to the 


amount of notes authorized to be issued on 


bonds deposited under the recent amend- 
ments to the national banking law. It 
claims that a reasonable construction of sec- 
tion 10 authorizes the Compiroller to issue 
to banks having over $100,000 capitalg circu- 
lating notes equal in amount to tbe par value 
of United States bonds deposited to secure 
the same when par value does not exceed 90 
per cent of the current market vaiue of such 
bonds; aleo thatsuch construction of the law, 
enlarging materially as it would the founda. 
tion on which rests the system of national! 
bank currency, would be highly beneficial to 
all business interests, as it would tend to re- 
tire a considerable portion of these circulat- 
ing notes, also that’ if the Comp- 
troller cf the Currency shall be unable to 
thus construe existing lawthis convention 
notes to the national banks upon aforesaid 
basis. 

Mr.J.M. Felter, of Kentucky, offered 
a resolution asking that some means be sug- 
gested by the Executive Committee whereby 
an interchange of information regarding bor- 
rowérs may be made between banks of the 
same locality to prevent persons from re- 
ceiving too much credit. 

SAVINGS BANKS. 

W. E. Gould, of Portland, offered a resolu- 
tion for a committee of three to take into 
consideration the laws of the various States 
regulating savings banks and present tothe 
association next year a plan for organiziog 
and mafptaining such institutions, whereby 
certain essential features may be incorporat- 
ed into the several State laws so that they 
may be controlied by more uniform legisla- 
tion. The committee was named: W. E. 
Gould, Portland; A. B. Hepburn, New 
York; S. D. Lynch, Indianapolis. 

NOMINATIONS. 

The Committee on Nominations reported, 
presenting George S. Coe, of New York, for 
re-election as president; L. J. Gage, vice- 
president of the First National Bank of Chi- 
cago, vice-president, with the same vice- 
presidents from other States and Territcries 
as last year except J. Thomas Smith, of Bal- 
timore, in place of Daniel Annan, for Mary- 
land. The Executive Council is the same as 
last year. The officers were all elected. — A. 
B. Hepburn then read a paper on savings 
bank dividends and investments, and was ful- 
lowed by Washington B. Williamson the 
same subject. 


S. Davis, of Hortor, Ohio, one of the dele- 
gates tothe International Conference on Bi- 
metallic Currency, thought that the subject 
had not received proper consideration in this 
country. 

Ail other papers named on the programme 
were ordered included in the proceedings,and 
after thanks to the officers and to gentlemen 
who had _— papers, the association 
adjourned.

GREY'S IMPRISONMENT. 

LONDON, August 17.—In the Bouse of 
Commons this afternoon, the Speaker read a 
letter from Judge Lawson announcing the 
committal of Grey. 

THE PRECEDENTS. 

Gladstone stated that precedents in cases 

similar.to that ef Grey show that the ap- 


pointment of a committee is the 
proper course. At the present 
period of the session, however, 


it is too late to secure the appointment of 
a representative committee. He did not, 
moreover, know any wayin which the com- 
mittee could release Grey if they wanted to 
dogo. He therefore made the purely formal 
motion that the letter from Judge Lawson be 
placed on the table. 
THE IRISH IDFA. 

A passing reference of Gladstone to an ad- 
dress to the Crown for the removal of Judge 
Lawson as one of possible alternate courses 
was received by loud cheers from the Irish 
members. 
for preventing Grey from makin g a defense. 

WHAT IT MEANS. 

The proposal of Gladstone simply means to 
defer the matter uniil Grey’s term expires. 
Grey has telegraphed to the Speaker and 
Gladstone, informingthem of his committal 
and the refusal of Judge Lawson to grant him 
an adjournment of his case. 


France. 

PARIS, August 17.—Gen. Anguste Alexan- 
dre Ducrot, the well-known French General, 
is dead. 

A MOB’S WORK. 

Paris, August 17.—Serious disturbances 
have occurred at Mont Seoule sur Mines. A 
mob destroyed the church doors with dynam- 
ite, but the police prevented the rioters from 
attacking the priest’s house. 


The Dominion. 

QUEBEC, August 17.—The Jesuits of Que- 
bee are again agitating for a restoration to 
them of all their property confiscated during 
the reign of Henry IV. The restoration is 
demanded as an act of justice and list of 
properties referred to contairs some which 
some which are now of great value. The 
promoters of the agitation suggest that 
some outlying territory to the north be given 
to them as a recompense.

Cuba. 

HAVANA, August 17.—The rumors that the 
Spanish Government would exact from Cuba 
money to meet the expenses of the Egyptian 
expedition are semi-officially denied. Spain, 
on the contrary, has authorized Cuba to draw 
upon the Spanish Treasury for $1,000,000. 


Another Pardon.

JEFFERSON CITY, MoO., August 17.—Mr. 
James W. Brunk, the present Prosecuting 
Attorney of McDonald countv, is in the city, 
and this morning petitioned the Governor 
asking for the pardon of Henry Teaterman, 
who is now inthe Penitentiary and was sen- 
tenced at the August term, 1877, of the 
McDonald Cireuit Court for the crime 
of murder in the second degree, 
which the Governor granted. The pardon 
was asked for and recommended by all of the 
county cflicials and many of the prominent 
citizens of thatcounty. Tnere is also filed 
with the petition the affidavit of one A. 
Carver, showiag that Testerman is inno- 
cent of the crime of which be was convicted, 
stating that he was present at the killing,and 
that of his own knowledge he knows that 


Testerman did not aidor abetinthe kill- 
ing, and that his presence 
at the time and place was 
purely accidental. Mr. Brunk also assures 
the Governor personally of the triith of the 
foregoing statement, and of his belief of the 
invocence of ‘Testerman. It was in con- 
sideration of these facts that the pardon was 
granted.

The Plague of Gnats.

PRIDE AND POVERTY. 


Can a Man be Buried Properly for 
Thirteen Dollars? 


The Bebate Between Father Walsh and 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society. 


What may be justly termed a conflict ot 
authority has arisen between Rey. William 
Walsh, pastor of St. Bridget’s Catholic 
Church, and the officers of the St. Vincent de 
Paul Conference. The origin of the trouble 
isithis: Several months ago the undertakers 
of this city adopted a uniform scale of prices 
for the hire of hearses, carriages and other 
vehicies. Deviation} from the scale en- 
tails certain penalties which need not be 
detailed. Previous to the adoption of 
the scale the general cost of a hearse was 
from $5 to $10, according to the distance to be 
traveled. The prices fixed by the Under- 
takers’ Association was a uniform one of $10, 
The St. Vinceat de Paul Society has been in 
the habit not only of affording relief to the 
poor of the various parishes throughout the 


city, but when any poor person on the Het of 
the conference died the society has provided 
the means to bury them decently. The cost 
tothe society for these funerals used to be 
from $10 to $12, but the increased 
price demande for hearses brought 
the cost up #to a considerably larger 
figure. On tbis account the Upper Confer- 
ence of the society about three months ago 
adopted a rule that on account of the large 
cost bodies of deceased poor would be con- 
veyed to Calvary in an ambulance instead of 
in a hearse as before. On the 14th of July a 


poor parishioner of St. Briaget’s parish, 
named Micheal O’Hearn died and his funeral) 
was set for the following morning.

As soon as Father Harty learned that the 
coffin had been conveyed to the church in an 
ambulance he directed the driver to return to 
the undertaker having the funeral in charge, 
who was M. P. Monahan, and instruct him to 
have a hearse instead. The driver obeyed the 
priest’s orders, and presently came back with 
the kind of funeral vebicle demanded by 
Father Hartv. The remains were thus con- 
veyed to Caivary, where they were decently 
interred. At tne next meeting of the 
Conference Mr. Monahan presented a bill 
for $26 50 for his services in connection witn 
the O’Hearn obsequies. The items of the 
bill were as follows:

The Conterence deciined to pay the bill, 
and it is on this account that considerable 
feeling has arisen between Father Walsh and 
the members of the Conference. 

In conversation with a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter this morning Father Walsh stated: 

**Father Harty did right in refusing to al- 
low the ambulance to take the corpse to the 
cemetery. I have been connected with St. 
Bridgets’ Church for nineteen years and 
never has a funeral taken place from its doors 
exgept it was headed by a hearse, and as long 
as 1 am in charge this rule will not be cliang- 
ed. The question is not one for the St. Vin- 
cent de Pau! Society to settle. The priest 
alone has authority to decide it.’ 

‘*‘You understaad the reasons which im- 
pelled the Society to alter the atyle of bury- 
ing its dead?” 

“Yes, sir; out my decision is the same.’’ 

Mr. Monahan states that the ambulance 
which was used at O’Hearn’s funeral was clean 
and decent in appearance, and that had the 
funeral taken place in accordance with the in- 
structions of the conference, he should have 
made no charge forits use. Mr. Monahan 
states that his bill bas not been paid, al- 
though Mr. Joseph O’Neil donated $7 per- 
sonaliy towards its liquidation. The bill will 
be paid, however. 

A prominent member of the organi- 
zation, to whom the matter was mentioned, 
said: 

“Of course Father Walsh is a member of 
the society, anda —— respected member, 
too, but he has only the vote of a member in 
the conference. As pastor of the church 
acd the parish, though, he has no authority 
to dictate its course.”’ 

“But Father Waish declares he will not 
permit any funeral to take place from his 
church unless the coffin en in a hearse?” 

“I know he does, aud that is a matter 
rightly within bis own province as priest. [ 
don’t think be would object if other churches 
were to permit funerals (to take place on the 
wav which had been provided in O’Hearn’s 
case, but he naturaily objects to be the first 
to inaugurate the custom. Anyhow the con- 
ference will adhere to its determination to 
keep the cost of burying deceased poor peo- 


_ple within as economical bounds as is consist- 


ent with the requirements of decency. For 
my own part, would much 
perfer to be carried to my grave in an am- 
bulance rather than in a hearse, not because 
I have a less appreciation of the decorum of 
a funeral, but because I think something 
ought to be done to put an end to the foolish 
display so common at funerals nowadays. 
1 have known cases where an expense of sev- 
eral hundred dollars for a funeral has been in- 
curred by — who were absolutely in need 
of proper food and clothing.. The kind of 
funeral provided for O’ Hearn was respectable. 
If parties desire a different kind of funeral 
from that for which the Societyis willing to 
pav, they will have to makeup a purse to 
pay for the such items as the society does not 
feel it is justified in paying for.”’

A Silent Picnic at Sharp shooter’ 
Grove: 


Unspoken Love-Making—Flirtation on 
the Fingers—A Singular 
Gathering.’ 


Sharpshooters’ Grove, six milesout on the 
St.Charles rock-road, has gained considerable 
notoriety as a pleasant resort, but seldom in 
the history of the place has such a quiet 
and orderly crowd assembled there 
as the three bundred men, women 
and children. who assembled 
to-day, for to-day the deaf mutes of St. Louis 
and its suburbs are celebrating their fourth 
anpual picnic. A Post DISPATCH reporter 
visited the grounds this murning. Every one 
seemed to be making the most of the occa- 
sion, as far as enjoying themselves was 
concerned and yet the grove 
was almost as silent 28 MN 
yraveyard at midnight.

THE DEATH-DEALING SAUSAGE. 
A French Market Caterer Who Serves 
Up Trichiaz on the Hali-Sielh 
Dr. Lachmund, of No. 1207 Dilion street, 
yesterday made a discovery which may wel! 
cause a thrillof apprelension to climb the 
spinal marrow of our German fellow-citizens, 
and of all other lovers of sausage as wel}, On 
Tuesday the Doctor purchased at the French 
Market, at the stall of a dealer named 
Schmidt, a quantity of the 
viand called 
which, in the absence of translation, may be 
described as asmoked gausave of a partien- 
larly palatabie Kind. The Doctor intended 
the wurst for home consumption, and 
thought he had secured a prize indeed, as the 
stuff looked and smeiied unusually appe- 
tizing. Previous to sending it tothe tabie, 
however, the Doctor cut off a few 
pieces and subjected 
microscopic inspection. His rejoicing at a 
narrow escape from death may, be imagined 
when he found the sausage to be full of tri- 
chire. The doctor returned at once to the 
buekster who had sold him the sausage and 
demanded ai eXpianation. Schmidt stated in 
reply that he bad procured tbe 
sausage from a large anu- 
facturing concern in Milwaukee and 
promised not to sell any more of it. The 
probability that earlier purchasers than Dr.

GONE TO HIS REWARD. 


Death of James L. Sloss After Several 
Years’ Liiness. 


James L. Sloss, of the well known cotton 
firm of Gilkeson & Sloss, No. 120 North Main 
street, died this morning at 8 o’clock after an 
iliness with which he has been inflicted sey~ 
eral years. There were few men in St. Louis 
who stood higher in the estimation of their 


fellow-men. He was ever noted for his upright- 
ness and his enterprise, and was devuted 
to the task of making St. Louis the 
| great cotton market of the country. He had 
just returned from an Eastern tour, but had 
not been abie to attend te any business since 
his arrival, and his death, although sudden, 
was to a ceitain extent looked for, though it 
is a severe biow to his family and friends. 
Mr. Sioss was born in Florence, Alabama. 
'His father was a Presbyterian mina- 
ister, and from him was inherited that 
deep religious feeling that ever found a place 
in Mr, Sloss and made him so prominent and 
respected a member of Dr. Brooks’ church. 
He came here just: as the late civil War was 
| breaking out and founded the house of Gil- 
| keson & Sloss in 1861. Since its earliest in- 
‘ception he has been a recognized leader 
| among the cotton factors,and has always Deen 
among the feremost to take steps tofurther 
the interests of ibe business. He was one of 
the first directors of the Compress Com- 
pany, of the Texas and St. Louis Railway 
and in numerous insurance and other cor- 
porations. He was elected last 
year to the presidency of the 
Cotton Exchange, and this morn- 
ing the Board of Directors held a 
prelin.inarvy meeting to take appropriate ac- 
tion on his death, but in the absence of suffi- 
cient data regarding his demise and funeral, 
no definite action was taken, save that the 
rostrum and entrance ordered draped in 
mourning. 

Mr. Siozs was married in 1858 to Miss 
Blood, daughter of the late Sullivan Biood, 
by whom be has had six children.

FRENCH FEMALE CONVICTS. 


How the Governor Helps them to Hus- 
bands and Reformation. 
‘From the Cornhill Magazine, 
French female prisoners and convicts are 
treated with more kindness, on the whole, 
than persons Of their class are in England. 
Their matrons and warderesses are Augus- 
tine nunt, Whoso rule, though firm, is gen- 
tier, more merciful and more steadfastly 
equitable than that of laywomen could be. 
The female convicts are allowed the same 
privileges a8 the menin the matter of earn- 
ipg money and buying things at the canteen. 
Those of them who are young alsoenjoy a 
privilege not granted to female convicts in 
otber countries—that of having husbands 
provided by the State. Only these husbands 
ust be conviets. Every six months a notice 
is circulated in the female penitentiaries 
calling upon all je women who fee! 
minded to gu out to New Caledonia and 
be married to make an appiication § to 
that effect through the Gov- 
ernor. Elderly womon are always very 
prompt in muking such application, but they 
are notentertained. The matrimonial cindi- 
dates must be young, and exempt from phyai- 
cal infirmities. Girls under long sentences 
readily catch at this method of escaping from 
the intolerable tedium of prison life, and the 
pretty ones are sure to be put on the Gov- 
ernor’s list, no matter bow frightful may be 
the crimes for which they have been sen- 
tenced. The only moral qualification requis- 
jte is to have passed at least two years in the 
Penitentiary. The selected candidates have 
to sign engagements promising to marry con- 
victs, and to settle in New Caledonia for the 
remainder of’their lives. On these condi- 
tions, the Government transports them, gives 
them a decent outfit, and a ticke- 
et-of-leave when they laad at Nou- 
mea. Their marriages are arranged 
for them by the Governor of the colony, who 
has a selection of well-behaved convicts 
ready for them to choose from, and each girl 
may consu!t her own fancy within certain 
limits, for the proportion of marriageable 
men to women is about threetoone. Of 
course, if the girl declares that none of the 
aspirant bridegrooms submitted to herin- 
gepection have met with her approval, the 
Governor can only shrug his shoulders in the 
usual French way. It bas happened more 
thanorce that pretty girls have been wooed 
by warders, free settlers or time-expired 
soldiers and sailors, instead of convicts. Ia 
such cases the Governor can only assent toa 
marriage On condition that the female con- 
vict’s free lover shall place himself in the po- 
sition of a ticket-of-leave man, and undertake 
never to leave the colony. Love works won- 
ders, and there is no instance on record 
of aman having refused to comply with 
these conditions when once he had falien in 
love. There are some instances, though, of 
the authorities having declined to leta female 
couvict marry afree man, when they were 
not convinced thatthe iatter was a person of 
firm character and Kindly disposition. For 
the women’s own sakes itis necessary that 
they shouid not be married to men who 
would be likely, in some moments of temper, 
to fling their disreputable antecedents into 
their teeth. There is nothing of this kind to 
fear when a femaie convict gets wedded toa 
man whose past life has been as bad as her 
own. Why the French Government should 
have saddied it-elf with the responsibiliiy of 
promoing marriages among convicts it is 
dificult to say; butthe experiment has, on 
the whole, yielded very good results. The 
married couples get huts and free grants of 
Jand, and a!i they can draw from it, by their 
own labor, becomes theirs. During five years 
they are subjected to the obligation of report- 
ing themeelves weekly at the district police 
oftice, and thev are forbidden to enter public 
houses, aud must not be found outside of 
doors at night. Tbis probationary period 
being satisfactorily patsed, they get their fu!l 
freedom, but subject always to the condition 
of remaining inthe colony. To this ru'e the 
jaw has distinctly forbidden that any excep- 
tion shall be made. On no account whatever 
must convicts who have accepted yvrants of 
land and contracted ‘‘administrative mar- 
ri:ges,’’ as they are called, ever re- 
turo to France. They are aL 
liberty, however, to send their chil- 
dren to France if any respectable person in that 
country will become answerable for them aud 
undertake to provide them with a gocd edu- 
cition. The sovs of convic’s are born French 
subjects, and will be required at the age of 
tweuaty to draw at the conscription and serve 
their appointed terms inthearmy. From 
what p ece'e: i! may be inferred that the lot 
of convicts in New Caledonia is afairiy pleas- 
ant one; but we have spoken as yeioniy of 
those convicts who have tickets-of-leave, and 
are more or less free to roam over the whole 
isiand. Those who have not earned tickets- 
of-leave are kept in the penal settlements of 
the island of Nou, or are employed on public 
works, roudi-making, house-buillding, etc., 
in gangs, moving and encamping from 
pisce to place during the fine season, 
under military escort. The lot even of these 
convicts can not be called a hard one as com- 
pared with that of conyictsin other countries, 
and of French convicts uoder tne old system 
of bagnes, or transportation to Cayenne. The 
climate of Cayenne was so deadly that ali the 
convicts transported there either died or con- 
tracted incurabie maladies. As for the old 
bacnes of Brest and Toulon, they were verv 
helix, where the convicts were kept chained 
in couples and were trea'ed pretty much like 
wild beasts. The c imate of New Caledonia, 
on the coutrary, is delightful, and the soil of 
the aifferent islands is so fertiie that corn, 
fruit and vegetabies grow therein abundance, 
and can be had veiy cheap. In 1873 an at- 
tempt to cultivate vines Was commenced, but 
hitherto the experiment has not met with 
‘ full success. It is said, however, that the 
difficulties which have beset the vine-growers 
will be overcome in time. 


Concerning Lager Beer. 
Froma New York Letter. 

Does it pay todrink iager? Let this ques- 
tion be answered by the fact that the de- 
ceased brewer, Joseph Doelger, who came 
hither a poor emigrant, left a million. There 
are nearly eighty rich brewers in this city, 
the teading speciaity being lager. The 
consumption of the latter is now greater than 
ever, and yet it is one of the worst of all bot 
weather beverages. This is due to the fact 
that ingredien* are use! to increase thirst, 
and hence a lager drinker never has enougn. 
The more he drinks the greater nis thirst. 
In this manner the drioker’s pocket is 
emptied, while the brewer becomes a capi- 
talist. There are topers here who will drink 
three gallon®, and 1n some instances five gal- 
lons, of lager in one day, and even then zo to 
bed a The best bc veraze for quench-. 
ing thirst is coid tea. The Germans, how- 
ever, will have their lager. 


The Rev. Dr. Tyngz’s Trouble. 
New York Correspondence Troy Tirics. 
More thau a year ago Stephen H. I'yng re- 
signed the pulpit of Holy Trinity and wen: 
‘abroad as a life insurance agent. The public 
“was generaily surprised, but since then some 
explanations bave béen given for this unex- 
pec ed movement. It is nighiy probable that 
the latter was chi: fly due to financial difiicul- 
ties of a peculiar characier, a revelation of 
which would have impaired his clerical po- 
ritio.. The factis young Tyng was a victim 
of etock speculation, and though churca- 
going people are often addic'ed to this 
form of gambling they are unwilling to allow | 
he same privilege to the clergy. Tyng’s specu-

lations were unfortunate, but why indeed 
enould be not lose as wellas the other stock 


gamblers? The chances are as much against 


&amanin Wall street as they are at a faro 
bank. Howmuch Tyng lost is not known. 
The sum, however, was encugh to ruin him 
(financially), and one broker brought action 
for $5,000, this being tbe balance due on 
their gaming transactions. Tyng at first in- 
duced the brokerto give him time, and an 
appointment for consultation was made; but 
on the day previous to this appointment the 
unfortunate speculator sailed for Europe.

Glidelia Breaks Dowa. 
From the New York Herald. 

Captain Wiliam M. Couner’s famous mare 
Glidelia broke down while ai exercise at Sar- 
atoga On Sunday morning, and,her case being 
a hopeiess one, it has been decided to breed 
her to Mr. George Lorillard’s Sensation. Gli- 
delia was foaled iu 1877, aud was one of the 
live Bonnie Scotlands bred oy Messrs. J. and 
A. C. Franklin, .of Gallatin, Teun., and so!d 
by them at auction on Apri: 39 the following 
year. The five included Luke Biackbura, 
John, Happy and Beloxi in addition to Gli- 
delia, she being the only fiiiy in the lot. 
Subsequent to the sate sne passed into 
the possession of her present owner, 
in whose name she ‘has always run. 
Glidelia’s first appearance was in the Sar- 
atoga Siakes on July 29, 1879, when she 
was unplaced to Mr. George Loriuard’s pair, 
Sensation and Grenada, and Keata. She met 
with no better succexs in the Kentucky 
Staies,won by the latc Mr. Ulabaugh’s Oden, 
bulin the Windsor Hotel Stakes #60 was 
placed to her owner’s credit for getting third 
piace to Grenada aud Luke Biackpurn. Next 
time Glidelia scored a win, defeating Carita, 
Luke Biackourn and four others for the Day 
Boat Line Stakes, worth $1,050 to the winner. 
This completed her work for the season, and 
it remained for her to snow as a three-year- 
old her great excelience, a remark equally 
applicavie to her old paddock compaaion, 
Luke Blackburn. In 1880 sbe began by wine 
ning the Mermaid Stakes at tue inaugural 
meeting of the Coney Island Jockey Ciub, 
with Withers’ Nancy second, but in 
the Monmouth Oaks these positions 
were reversed, Giideiia suffe ing a bead de- 
feat. Tne Aiabama and Wes: End Hotel 
Stakes at Saratoga were easily credited to 
Captain Conner, but Jater on Glidelia failed 
to give five pounds to Girofle in the Claren- 
don Hotel Stakes, aud for the Kenner Stakes 
was beaten by Luke Blackbura, Dut Most ex- 
pectedly defeated Oden in their places. Then 
ensued ner wins in the Hunter Siakes, at Je- 
rome Park, and the Vestal Stakes, at Balti- 
more. ‘The last actin her three-year-old ca- 
reer was running a dead heat with Grenada 


for the Breckinridge Stakes, the coit having” 


to carry a penalty of five pounds for winning 
the Dixie Stakes. A telegram was sent to 
Mr. Lorillard at New York asking bow he 
wished the race decided, and the answer 
came back, ‘*Divide,’’ ana divided the stakes 
were. Last year the weakness in Wii- 
delia’s legs almost put a stop to 
her training, and she was never 
in condition, the consequence being that she 
went five times to the post, but failed to win 
acent, and in July she was put out of train- 
ing. A good, long rest and careful nursing 
On the part of her trainer, George Rice, 
brought the mare out again this year in 
greatiyimproved shape, taough the weak 
forelegs were always a source of anxiety. 
During the early spring, when she was being 
worked at Nashbviiic, her trainer said he did 
not expect to get more outof her than one 
vood race, butshe nas belied his expectations, 
having won no iess than eight outof ihe 
eleven for which she has started, including 
the Merchants’ Stakes and Ilron Stakes at 
Pitisburg and the Grand Prize at Saratoga 
on the 5:b inst., the other races being purses.

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At the New York Morgue. 
From the New York sun. 
A recent experiment at the Morgue witha 
new process for rendering drowned bodies 


recoguizabie was interrupted by the ideniifi- 
cation of the body bv friends. So far as it 


went, however, ii showed the practicability 


of removing some of the obstacles in the way 
of recognizing the bodies recovered daily 
from the rivers and the bay. Deputy Kveeper 
Fogarty, who assists Keeper White in the } 


care of the Morgue, and has been there since 
1874, was asked what he thought of the new 
process. 

‘*To tell the truth,” he said, “I can’t see 
the use of it. As a genera! thing bodies are 
recognized by the clothes. e have a record 
book of clothing and articles found on the 
person. lt is a common thing, also, fora 
body to be recognized fiom the record we 
keep of missing persons. jThere were 5,500 
bodies brought to the Morgue iast year. a « 
only 150 of them were sent to P.tter’s Field 
unrecogniz-d. As the law requires u~ to keep 
a body only seventy-two hours, it often hap- 
pens that afier a body is interred in Po tir’s 
Field the f iends recognize it not only by ite 
clothing but by the photograph which is taken 
ot every unrecogn:zed body before burial, 
underthe plan adupted by Comm ssioner 
Brenna in 1868. The fact is, therefore, that 
in all probability mone are ever kept in Pot- 
ter’s Field who bave any friends in the neich- 


-borbood to desire that they should be buried 


elsewhere. e 

‘There have been many exveriments in em- 
balming bodies in the Morgue. Inventors are 
turning upali the time with new patents. 
Tne body of Mrs. Berger, who died in the In- 
sane Asylum, was embsaimed and kept here 
two years. There are severai -enbaimed 
bodies that are upin the museum and have 
been kept about fourteen years.’ 

“There are stories of men being robbed 
and dressed up in old clothes and thrown in 
theriver. ButIdo not think that any cases 
of that kind get througb the Morgue withou: 
discovery. If @people have any friends, and 


are at all respectable, they are pretty sure to 


be missed, and the description gets here be- 


fore the body comes. But, of course, it will 
not do sny harm to have aij the bodics em- 
baimed and made recognizable, if there is 


auypody to pay forit. The present need of 


the Commissioners, however, is to get money 
enough to put up good necessary buildings 
and pay their emplo) es fair wages.” 


A Village at Auction. 
New York Leiter to Troy Times. 

The anncouncemeui of Feltville at auction 
recalis some interesting reminiscences, 
David Felt is now forgotten, but he was a 
v»yeat man in his day, and I can remember 
when he retired from business with a large 
fortune. He was ai the bead of the station- 
ery business in America, and,in order to 

erpetuate his name, he founded a village in 
New Jersey and called it Feltville. After Felt 
had passed away, another littie great man «p- 
peared and made bis brief seusation. This was 
S. P. Townsend, the sarsapariila hum bug. He 
made a fortune out of Dis nosirum, aud, as 
Felt was dead and his village was for sale, 
Townsend bougbt it on speculation. Town- 
send was ambitious to own a piace of this 
kind, and be was also ambitious to own the 
finest house in New York. He purchased a 
Fifth avenue corner, and erected a house 50 
grand that its interior Was a public curiosity. 
Townsend admitted visitors attwenty-five 
cents a ticket, and gave the proceeds to char- 
itv. He afverward failed, and Stewart 
bought the house, which be demolished, and 


erected in its place the preseat marble pal- 
ace. Feltville also passed out of Townsend’s 
hacde, snd he died poor. The village is again 
forsale.

Take the case of a poor 
man hopelessty disabled, utterly incapable of 
assisting his family tosupport bim in any 
way, with barely mind enough left to be 
conscious of his misery and of the terrible 
burden his life must be to those who are 
dearest to him. When there is no insurance 
on his life, what element of malum in se could 
the law-makers detect in his suicide? A lee- 
islative enactment founded on the canon 
which the Almighty has fixed against self- 
slaughter may make ita malum prohibitum; 
but when his attempt to take his life is suc- 
cessful no human power can punish him for 
it, and when itis unsuccessful why should a 
sentence for felony be imposed to double the 
misery of the wretch and render his suicidal 
motive and tendency still more irresistible?

A RAILROAD HOSPITAL. 


How the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
Cares for Its Employes. 


A Description of the Institution at S 
dalia. | 


Corporations are considered soulless, and 
railroad corporations particulurly so, but the 
unostentatious and perfect manner in which 
the Missouri Pacific has constructed and ar. 
ranged its hospital at Sedalia makes at least 
rule. When 


one exception to the 
the hospital was first —estabtish- 
ed at Washington, Mo., there was a 


hue and cry raised against the company be- 
cause it thereafter contracted with all its em- 
ployes to pay of their salary the sum of fifty 
cents a month for the hospita! fund, and this 
requirement began at Jay Gould and ended 
with the humblest section hand. Inasmuch 
as the Missouri employes number between 
8,000 and 10,000, the fund rapidly becumea 
supporting fact, but in the meantime the 
hospital at Washington found itself 
cramped and unable to make suitable accom- 


modatious for the demauds made upon? it, 
Finally the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Rail- 
road became the property of the Missouri 
Pacific, and the former’s general «flic:s were 
removed to St. Louis. This removal vacated 
one of the bandsomest buildings ino Sedalis, 


located about one mile from the depot, in the . 


mic st of an immense lawn or 
park. The building was immediately 
set apart as a hospital! for the entire Gould 
system of roads, extending into Texas, Kaa- 
sas, Arkansas and Nebraska. and fitted up 
in the handsomest and  completest 
manner. A semi-circulardrivein tne front 
of the hospital furnishes entrance and exit 
for the ambulance. The building is in the 
shape ofa double L,two stories high and 
adorned in the center opening by flower 
gardens avd fountains. The flowers 
were planted there by Mrs. Thos. J. Portis 
and Mrs. Dr. Jack-op, who bave exerted 
themselves to make improvements on the 
grounds. Every evening the con Valescents 
are wheeled out on the broad piazzas sur- 


rounding the flower gardens, and permitted 


to drink in the perfume of the conservatory 
and the healthful breezes that are wafted 
across the Pettis county prairies. The 
southern L of the building is divi 
by a wide hallway, on the right of which dre 
the offices of Dr. Jackson. the physician in 
charge, and Superintendent Weston, which 
open intoa clean and well-stocked dispen- 
sary, leading thence into the amputating- 
room. On the left of the hall are double par- 
lors for the reception of guests. The main 
building contains a large dininz-room and 
kitchen, sick wards and a smoking- 
room. The northern L is a continuation 
ofthe sick wards. The second floor ‘is de- 
yoted to wards and the private/apartments of 
the superintendent and attaches. The cots 
are of painted iron, furnished with easy 
springs and the whitest of bed-clothing, 
There are three pbysicians and a prescription 
clerk in regular attendance, besides the corps 
of nurses, waiters and cooks. Dr. Jackson 
is a tail, finely-formed,  pleasant- 
faced gentleman, whose entrance 
into the various wards cause the dull eyes of 
the patients to become brighter. 

‘*Here,’’ said Dr. Jackeon, “is a young man 
whose foot was amputated yesterday. How 


do you feel, myson? Hurts! Of course if.

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FERDINAND DE LESSEPS. 


The Man Who Engineered and Cone 
structed the Suez Canal. 

At the present time M. de’ Lesseps is in 
Egypt, anxiously guarding the interests ‘of 
the Suez Canal. Heis. understood to have 
engaged the promise of Arabi Pasha that he 
will not be a party to its damage or destruc- 
tion, and has published on behalf of the Suez 
Canal Company a dec!aration made by a great 
number of Bedouin chiefs that they will. de- 
atroy the canal unless the British retire from 
the occupation of Egypt. The strength of 
this declaration lies'in the fact that other 
nations beside the British have an interest in 
the canal... Whilethat ofthe United Kine- 
dom is the greatest, theirsis not less real 
because inferior in magnitude. On the other 
hand, Engiand’s defense of the caval sgainst 
the Bedouins would be a service rendered to 
all the leading commercial countries, and it 
may be doubted whether the canal is really 
in danger of destruction with such a force at 
hand as that representing several nations in- 
terested in its safety, nowin Feyptand in 
Egyptian waters. M. de Lesseps’ anxiety for 
the safety of the canal, the greatest work of 
his life, is natural, but it may be questioned 
whether his essentiaily unfriendly attitude 
towards England is the right oneto take in 
order to insure it. 

Ferdinand de Lesseps was born in Ver- 
sailles in 1895, the son of Jean Baptiste Bar- 
thelemi, Baron de Lesseps. When twenty 
years old he was app»vinted attache to the 
French Consulate in Lisbon. He was after- 
wards engaged inthe Commertial Depart- 
ment ofthe Minister of Foreign Affairs. In 
1828 he was attache to the Consul-General at 
Tuvis, and in 1831 was made Consul to Alex- 
andria. In his thirty-fifth year he was made 
Consul at Rotterdam, andin 1859 negotiated 
in behalf of "rench commerce with the Span- 
ish Governments The same vear he was 
transferred to the Consulate at Barceloaa. In 
1844 he returned again to Alexandria, but 
Was speedily reappointea to Barcelona. 
French Minister at the court of Madrid in the 
last days of the reign of Louis Philippe, he 
returned to Paris after the revolution 
in which the monarch fel, and was 
sent by the Republican Government to 
represent France at Rome, then under a 
government headed by Merzzini. His com- 
mission to negotiate for the construction of 
the Suez Canal was given in 1854, but not un- 
til 1856 was the Compagnie Internationale 
formed forthis purpose. The years between 
then and 1864 were spent in co!lecting money 
for bis great projec! and in the overcoming of 
other Gifierities than the financial one; but 
inJuly, 1864, the final and favorable decision 
of Napoleon Ill, was gained and work on 
the canal was fairly begun. It was opened in 
1869, the year witnessing the completion of 
perhaps the greatest piece of engineering of 
modern times and the highest triumph of the 
indefatigable man who had construcied it. 

M. ie Lesseps is a well preserved old man, 
good looking, and fascinating in discourse. 
He has visited the United Statea, andis per- 
sonaily acquainted with many of our public 
men. 


Fast Bicycling. 
From the London World. 

The past fortnight has been one of the 
greatest interest and excitement in bicycling 
circies, Perbaps the mostinteresting inci- 
dent has been the reappearance of the most 
popular rider ever known, the Hon. Ion 
Keith Falconer. This gentieman has been 
absent from Engiand some vears, studying 
Arabic and Persian in the East, and con- 
tracting feversin Egypt. During his absence 
various unsuccessful attempts have been 
made to surpass the brilliant two-mile ree- 
ord which he left behind him. Making a 
little pleasure trip, in the vilest weather, 
from Land’s End to John o’ Groat’s, a dis- 
tance of nearly 1,000 mries, by way of pre- 
jiminary breather, he competed first of al) in 


the five-miles championship, but had to be 


content with second place t> J. 8S. Whatton, 
the Oxford blue. On Saturday last he, how- 
ever, was enabled to bring bis wonderful 
stamina into use, and won the fifty-mile 
championship with tolerable ease after -ome 
magnificent racing. His time, 2.43:554, is 
far away the best for the distance, as it well 
may be. The other bicycling wonder, H. L. 
Cortis, has at length sueceeded in accom plish- 
ing, at the third attempt (ihe first cost him a 
broken arm), the feat of cove:ing twenty 
miles within the hour; but at the same time, 
in the same contest, another Oxford blue, W. 
K. Adam, placed the three-mile record to his 
credit, his time being 8:41165. These 
performances are wonderfully good, but the 
recent caim weather has been greatly ip 
favor of fast time. 


A Dozen Shot in His Lung. 
From the Lyons (N. Y.) Republican. 

The post-mortem examination of Edward 
Pulver, at Lyons, resulted in the finding of 
about a dozen shot in one of his lungs. The 
lung haa nearly wasted away, and ihe shot 
were gathered together in a small sac-like 
cavity. The discovery was surprising, inas- 
mucb as the shot could not have entered the 
lung through the throat, and being flattened 
Must have been shot into the body, a fact 
Which the deceased was reported never to 
have mentioned to his family and nearest 


friends. Tbe matter was the subject of sur- 
prise and conjecture to all the physicians 
present. It seems that the shots were fired 
into his body a number of years ago

AT THE CAPITAL. 


Secretary Chandler’s Trip on the 
Tallapoosa, 


The Star Route Speeches—The Strikes 
—The Transit ef Venus, 


Specia) Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, August 15. — Secretary 
Chandler’s trip on the Tallapoosa will doubt- 
less resultin the closing of one or more of 
the navy yards. The recent naval bill gave 
him authority to close one or more of them 
shoula he see fit, and the present trip is 
taken with that object largely. Commodore 
Walker, who acts in his absence, is a whole- 
souled New Englander, of magnificent phys- 
ique and broad, irtelligent views. He will 
fill the position ably and intelligently. Sec- 
retary Chandler, as has been already an- 
nounced, will visit all the naval stations and 
navy yards on the Atlantic coast, with the 
idea of making himself as familiar as possible 
with the details of the Navy Department. 
The Secretary is indicating a determination 
to make his administration of the af- 
fairs of the navy an intelligent one, and 
is thoroughly familiarizing himself with 
details, asfar as practicable. It is hoped 
that an intelligent. administratiop, coupled 
with the advantages gained by the recent 
bill, will improve the Navy, which everybody 
admits needs improviog. Itis the fashion- 
able thing in improving the Navy on paper to 
give most attention to ship-building, but 
those familiar with the personnel of the Navy 
agree that it offers a wide field to the reform- 
er. [tis over-cflicered. Many of the ojder 
officers were given their positions in recog- 
nition of gallantry, and richly deserved thei: 
Diaces? As they passed away, however, tneir 
places were taken by a bot of young snobs 
with neither brains or bravery, and the re- 
sult is that the Navy was rapidly becoming as 
much of a by-word regarding its younger 
officers amoug those who knew it well as it 
has been toucbing its§ vessels with the gen- 
eral public. The recently enacted law 
passed with the knowledge and 
consent of Secretary Chandler, however, 


wiii remedy this defect in a gredt degree. It 
reduces the number of Commodores, for in- 
stance, from 25 Lo 10% of Rear Admirals, from 
12 to 6; of Captains, from 50 to 45; and of 
Commanders, from 90 to 85. 

THE STAR ROUTE SPEECHES. 

The speeches in the Star Rvute trial seem 
likely to occupy ali the remainder of this 
month at least, perhaps longer; and the 
juryman who can lisien to all that has 
been said by witnesses on each side and to 
three weeks of taik by the lawyers and still 
be able to make up his mind inteiligently on 
the subject must be aman of pretty clear 
head. The cases have .aiready taken 
much more time than anticipated by 
many, though the course of the defense in 
introducing 8o little testimony was something 
of asurprise. ltis intimated that the cost of 
these trials will run up to $100,000, or per. 
baps $150,000, and yet there is to-day really 
little hope that a verdict will be rendered by 
the jury. 

Attorney-General Brewster will be back 
from Long Branch in a dav or two, and will 
prepare then for his speech, which, it is ex- 
pected, be will make toward the ciose of the 
trial.

BALLOONING PERILS. 


An Exciting Ascent in South America 
~—In the La Plata. z 
From Advance Pnente, of Prot. R. G. Wells’ New 
OOK. 


In June, 1863, I made my third balloon 
ascent in South America, from Buenos Ayres, 
the capital of the Argentine Republic. Many 
gentlemen were very desirous of makimg an 
aerial trip across the Rio La Plata to 
Uruguay with me. I preferred, however, to 
go alone, as the river was thirty miles wide, 
and I wanted plenty of ballast instead of 
passengers. War was going on in Uruguay 
at that time. Fighting appeared to be as 
fashionable -in that part of the world as in 
Mexico, where, if they do not see an account 
ofa new revolution every week in their 
journals, they think it may have been left out 
by mistake of the editor or printer. 

As it was a national day an immense mul- 
titude had assembled to see the ball on as- 
cension. {[ felt sure that I wou!d be able to 
cross that wide and majestic river in one or 
two hours and land safely on the shore of an- 
other republic. I ascended to a great height, 
and could see both sides of the mighty river 
for more than one hundred miles up and 
down the vest stream. Many smal! boats 
were seen uponits smooth and glassy sur- 
face,and I could even hear the sound of the 
laboring oar, 80 motionless and silent was 
evervthing in that vast aerial ocean which 
surrounded me. It wasa glorious day, the 
sun brilliantly shining in almost a cloudless 
sky and pouring a flood of gor- 
geous splendor over the surrounding scene, 
as if proud ofthe realms he shone upon. 
While passing over the French mai: steamer 
in port they waved the tri-color, which I re- 
turned by saluting them with the star 


apangled banner and the flag of the Argen- 
tine Republic. When nearly across the river 
the wind suddenly ceased biowing, /eaving 
me suspended about two miles in height. 
Whenever my balloon lost its force I descena- 
ed near {ne water, and then would throw out 
ballast and rise again, continuingto do so 
untii all my baricst was gone. I then cut 
away one anchor, and later the other, unit! 
finally I had ontv my car left. The setting sun 
seemed to melt awav beyoud the distant 
horizoa, dissolving into a golden shower, and 
lighting up the western landscape With un- 
earthly splendor. Not desiring to 
remain inthe river, up-to my Waist in water, 
all night, and float out into the broad At'antic 
Ocean, Iiconcluded it was best to cut away my 
ear. Putting on my life-belt, and securing a 
large gas bag, which was fui! of air, to the ceir- 
cle or concentrating hoop to which my car 
was hung, L placed mvseif upon thecircle, 
which had a few cords tied across it, to form 
a seat, aud then cut cff every rope which 
held mv car, and lef: itin the river. My bai- 
joon ascended so very rapidiv that I was as- 
tonished to see the sun rising above the 
horizou in the west. It wasa glorious trans- 
figuration of nature’ [nthe west | beheld a 
mavnificent cloud, like an angel of light, or a 
beautiful bride, standing, as it were, before 
the majestic white altar of the snow-capped 
Andes, blushing at the departing kiss of the 
golden sun. 

From the celestial regions I witnessed the 
second setting of the sun, wolie its golden 
rays shiniag upon the balloon, which had 
been recentiy varnished, gave it the aypear- 
ance of an asteroid, to the peopie on the 
western shore of the La Plata, who were 
anxiously watching it. LIexpected to find a 
current of air in the higher regions which 
would take mv bailoon to Uruguay, or back 
to the Argentine Republic. 1 was about tbree 
miles in heizht, and a breeze from the ocean 
was carrying me slowly up the river. At the 
great height to which I attained, 1 soon began 
to feel the effects of the coid and rarified at- 
mosphere. [a a short time some cords, which 
bad been in the river, were covered with ice, 
The light-house and the gas-lamps of the 
city of Buenos Ayres appeared as if one of 
the bright consteliations of the heavens and 
the pianet Venus had fallen’ beneath 
me, and, jike a wandering spirit, I was 
gliding through the unfathumabie regions of 
space. After gazing for nearly an bour upon 
the wonderful and sublime scenes above, be- 
neath and around me, the bal oon commenced 
to descend on account of the coudensation of 
the gas in the coider atmosphere abuve. Now 
that the king of day had departed and gone 
to pay bis respecis to his Celestial Majcsty 
the Emveror of China and the Kings of India, 
the queen of night appeared before me to 
light up my splendid air-castle With ber silver 
beams and cheer me up OD Wy adventurous 
anti thrilling nocturnal voyage. Iu my opin- 
iou there is nothing more M«rveiwu-ly beau. 
tiful or surpassingly romantic and sublime 
than when in the silent hour of nigut we 
float along in tbe invisible and 1ll.witable 
ocean of air with perhaps 4 cloudiess heaven, 
while the siiver orbs of the firma 
ment or the bright ravs of the fuli 
moon light up the enchanting scene, and cities 
are passing beneath us Wh sé brilliant illu- 
minations appear lke nebulous groups 
sweeping before the telescope. Again | de- 
scended on the bosum of ibe mighty river, 
but did not find the water as coid a= 1 nad an- 
ticipated (altbougo it Was Winter in the 
southern hemisphere). It was much cvider 
15,000 or 20,000 feet above the river than in 
ui. Afier remuiping in the water up to ms 
waist for sume time a light wind came up 
from the east which finally carried me back 
to the western shore from which I had 
started at Buenos Ayres. 

Before 1 cul. away my car I had tied a large 
Hag of both nations aud anew and heavy over- 
coul in the network above my head io keep 
them dry. [ had likewise ‘ied a small bus 
very stropg cord to toe circle, and fastened 
a lurge gas bug tothe other end of the cord, 
which Was about sixty feet in leogih. Ino 
order to keep the ballvon dry and constantly 
floating in the airI siid down therope and 
took my seat upon the flat gas bag, which 
made quite a comforiabie seat under the cir- 
cumstances. To mysurprise I svon feit my- 
seif pulled out of tne water by the balloon, 
which gained couside:abie ascensional force, 
by the wet cord passing rapidiv through my 
hands on my leaving the poop. Iwas taken 
up severai hundred feet at the same time, 
whiried round like «a top for some tiwe, 
caused by the co:d rapidly untwi-ting on ae- 
count of my weight and it being a new 
one. Luckily it did not break 
and give me a plunge bath of several 
bundred feet througao the air i nto the 
river. 

The wind increased in strength, and caused 
the balloon to act like a large sail, which 
towed me along quite rapid:y over the sur- 
face of the stieam, while I was seated 
upon the large, flat gas bag. Now and then 
the balloon would iift me a few feet above the 
river and Whirl me round a few times iu the 
airand then bring me down on my back 
among the waves, When it required consider- 
abie ene:gyto regain mv pusition upoo my 
air-inflaied seat. After being dragged by the 
balloon more than twenty wiles through the 


Hwater I was thrown upon the western shore. 


On account of not beingable to reach the 
yaive cord, which was fastened to the boop, 
six'y feet above my head, it was impos- 
sible to stop the balioon, and not 
wishing to be injured or killed 
by being dragged over fences in the 
dark, I Jet go of the rope. . Immediately the 
balioon passed out of sight, carrying off my 
overcoat and flags. Thus ended my thriiling 
aerial adventure with my splendid Seuth 
American balloon Washington, with which 
I had made several ascents in the southern 
hemisphere. It floated off towards the home 
of the condor in the lofty Andes, and I never 
heard of itagaiv. I went to the nearest 
farm-house, which belonged to Senor Justo, 
an Eoglishman who bad married 4 Spanish 
lady. I wasinvitedinto his house and in- 
troduced to his family, which consisted of 
his wife and several daughters. A dry suit 
of clothes in exchange for my wet one was 
viven me to put on untti mine could dry. 
Among the visitors who happened to be there 
when I arrived was tne editor of one of the 


best journals of Buenos Ayres,who wrote a 


full and highly interesting description of 
aerial ride over the Ri» . Plata. ‘The edi. 
tor, during the night, played a few games of 
chess with me. He stated in his jour- 
nal that what astonisbed bim the most 
was to see me play a good game of 
chess after having so recently pass through 
such a thrilling and to them, terrific experi- 
ence. Finding myself safe again upon terra 
firma, I looked upon it only as a little episode 
from my ordinary ascents. I had landed 
about twenty miles north of Buenos Ayrer, 
and returned on the railway train next day. 
In a few days the citizens cave me a grand 
benefit at the Opera-house, when r was 
called onto appear, aud alarge amount of 
money was received to pay for the loss of my 
magnificent balloon, Washington, 


BAYREUTH. 


The Home of Musical High Art and 
Bavarian Beer. 
Bayreuth Letter to New York Tribune. 

I have no time to get statistics, or I would 
ascertain just how much the sanitary condi- 
tion, or Want of sanitary protection, has to do 
with human life over here. It is beyond al! 
telling, the condition of these small German 
towns where, as at Coburg and Eisenacn, the 
sewerage flows through the open gutter. One 
crows sick at the thought of the filthiness of 
the lower classes, and the utter disregard of 
the higher classes of the health and comfort 
of the community. In vain have I searched 
during my recent visit through Germany for 
one fresh tacé among the working classes. 
Except from its stature, I often could not 
tell if the face of a ten-year-old child be- 
longed to achild ora woman. A girl of fif- 
teen looks haggard and yellow and frequent- 
ly thirty years of age. Ihave watched them 
for hours at a time at the fountain before my 
window, carrying away on their backs casks 
of water for family use—never a trig girl or 
atidy woman among them. How itis possi- 
ble for people made in the image of the Crea- 
tor to be so repulsively hideous as are the 
lower classes in Germany [ Cannot conceive. 

[t is high carnival at Bayreuth just now. 
The littl townis inaperfect flurry. For 
ibese two rooms, with four beds for four 
persons, we pai $2 50 a day each, and for ta- 
ble d’hote dinner also $1 each. These are 
very bigh prices for Bavaria. Our breakfast, 
a cup of coffee and roll,is served by our land- 
luly’s maid in our rooms at 15 cents apiece. 
Whatever else we get to eat in Bayreuth we 
pick up. We sigh often for a good Yankee 
caterer. The meal which is called dinner be- 
gins at the hotel at 12:30. It taxes half an. 
nour for tbe four hu.dred guests to get 
seated. Atl o’clock the soup ia brought on, 
twenty minutes laterthe fish is served, and 
so on, Until 8:30,when the cheese appears. 
rhe din is fearful. All the artists are at one 
‘able, and there are distinguished people on 
every side. A part of the time Liszt takes 
iis dinner there. We would scorn such a 
dinner in America. The breid- cailed 
white is black: we are given half an 
hour in which to consume the one slices of 
-oup meat which forms a prominent course 
in the bill offare. Every bit of life has been 
coaxed out of it, and it looks thoroughly 
‘shamed ofitseifas it bides away undera 
queer kind of sauce that comes wi:h it. Yes- 
terday we were twenty-two minutes getting 
ready fora course which consisted of one 
Ge: man doughnut each. A salt spoon never 
sas heardofin Bayreuth, and according to 
the continental fashion, kuives and furks are 
never changed between the courses. The 
German Knife goes into the mouth according 
to the custom of the country. It goes into 
the general salt dish and inte the pepper dish. 
I bave clashed kvives with a Grand Duke 
over the salt. When you arein Germany you 
must do as the Germans do 
or go hungry. This is the daily 
meal we cabled from America for, and we 
consider ourselves lucky to haveit. I do not 
complain of it. The hotel proprietor and the 
head-waiter and the porter are doing the be-t 
they can for us,and one would sav getting 
ready for an insane retreat at the same time, 
so distressed are their faces and so muddled 
their brains attimes. Itis a pitiful sight to 
see the head-waiter wring his bands when 
three pefsons approach him at once. Some- 

times, when we eatin the coffee-room, fifty 
people gather before the window to gaze in 
upon the strangers, and between the town and 
the theater, whicad is alittie distance out, the 
sidewalk is full of bareheaded women, knit- 
ting as they stand or walk, and workingmen 
with curiovity and wonder on their faces as 
the Fremden go by in opera costume in 
carriages. 

Your musical critic has written of the opera 
of ‘*Parsifal,’’ whose representation I see to- 
morrow for the first time. The first public 
performacce is Sunday, July 30, ancy 
goiog to the opera Sunday afternoon at 4 
o’clock, riding across the city in full dress. 
It is a gay scene that the streets then present. 
From 4 to 6 the first act lasts, and the 
audience vetween the acis leaves the theater 
and strolls about the grounds or takes 
junecheon in the adjoining restaurant. The 
secund act lasts but little over an hour, and 
anotber wait of one hour, from 8 to 9, is spent 
in the restsurant, Where a tab:e d’hote din- 
ner is served, and a poor one it. is, too. 
It is something, however, to see there all 
the artists. My first look at Liszt was io 
this restaurant, Where be sat eating and 
drinking, surrounded by ladies, the Countess 
Sebleiuitz, Wagner’s great patron, at his 
right baud. -A man cannot look a gd, eating 
cuops in biack kid gloves, but the white head 
was Vely Striking in thai supper-room, and 
bis amisbility was very evident. But what 
man wou'id pot be bappy with five worship- 
ping Women about nim aad a good cutlet and 
giass of beer before him? Whea [ come into 
the presence of this man, as I hope to, in his 
on room, then perhaps [shall understand 
better ihat magnetism which makes ail 
women kiss bis band and toucn the hem of 
bis gurmeut with affection and reverence. I 
Was amused to see, standing pear Liszt in 
tne supper-room, a fuli-biooded negro in the 
uniform of a portier, speaking German, the 
only black man | bave ever seen in, Bavaria. 

Ai 10 o’clock the opera is over. Then 

where, think you, a throng of people go and 
di-cuss it? To the beer kelier where Waguer 
bim-elf used to drink beer. There we went 
after the private representation, at 11 o’clock 
at night, to talk it over with those who had 
been fortunate holders of patronats tickets. 
It was a curious minglivg of beer and poetry, 
ihe good-natured, dark-complexioned mad- 
chen, Who has quite a witch-like air, who 
serves the beer, has come to know no 
otber bame than “Kundry,’? and Wagner 
oimself shouid hear the shouts for **Kundry” 
ipat ring through the cellar afier the per- 
formance. 

Rather gingerly we American ladies made 
our way into this place, holding our skirts 
closely about us, ineimed to retreat when 
asked to take a seat on a beer cask. I did it, 
nowever, and on the next cask to me sat on 
the one side Prince Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 
and on the other side on another cask Frau- 
iein Brandt, one of the prime donne of the 
opera, Fraulein Hasselbach, who took the 
jeading parts in the Wagner representations 
ip London, and Josepb Rubenstein, and Nie- 
man aud Fucns and ascore of o:her artists. 
I left there at midniybt. Prince Lichtenstein 
was there, and a number of titled tadies sat 
cosily chatting atadealtable. Lively were 
the | scien as to the merits of the opera. 
Enthusiastic yvouths went tothe very corner 
and sat for a moment in the very spot where 
Wagoner had sat, with much the sensation, I 
fancy, of the traveling school-girl who bribes 
a guide to let her sit on a throne-chair for an 
instant.

DR. LAWS. 
The President of the State University 
Discourses on Things Gen- 
erally, 
or Y 
And Explains His Absence From the Se- 
dalia Reunion. 


Dr. 8. 8. Laws, President of the State Uni- 
versity at Columbia, Mo., has been visiting 
the city for several days. The Doctor is au 
active, pushing man, and during the days of 
his sojourn here his short, stout ficure and 
his bushy gray whiskers were constantly seen 
in public. 

A Post-DispaTcit reporter met him at the 
Southern yesterday, and, although Dr. Laws 
was in the midst of preparation for leaving 
tne citv, he expressed a willingness to talk 
about any subject upon which he could give 
information. 

‘“‘About the standing of the State Univer- 
sity, doctor,’’ suggested the reporter. ‘“‘How 
does itrank with similar institutions in the 
country ??

“You would not wish to rank it with Har- 
vard or Yale?” 

‘‘T claim that we are doing just as good work’

nigh as any scolars in the country. Nov, sir; 
we have nothing to fearin competition with 
any educational insvitution that may be 
named.”

CREDITORS’ CONFLICT. 
A Furniture Firm’s Settlement 
Contested.

Defeat of a Test Proceeding to Crush the 
Vornbrock Furniture Co. 


A case of some interest to creditors was 
before a jury in Justice Young’s court yes‘er- 
terday afternoon. John H. Vornbrocs, the 
furniture manufacturer, afew months since 
found that a crisis was approaching in his 
business. He had met with several reverse- 
and not the least was the loss of timber by 
the flood. His banker found out the way 
things were going, and one morning Vorn- 
brack was sent for to krow what he pro 


posed to do about some checks 
which fad just comé in for a _ few 
oundred dollars, to meet which there 


were no available funds. The eashicr said 


that they would be returned at a certain hour 
if the matter was not arranged. It was sug 

gested that Vornbrock should give a deed of 
trust on his factory. He consuited bis attor- 
ney, & J. White, who advised bim to cal! 
his creditors together at once aad state his 
position frankly. Vornbrock adopted 
that course, and Mr. White in 
his behalf, represented that anythiog would 
be done for the protection of all the credito:-« 
tbat might be deemed advisable. Vornbroc« 
offered to turn everything over tuo them by 
avsignment under the State law or to con- 
t nue the businessif the creditors would grant 
bim an extension. A committee was appointed 
to consult and report. At’ that time the 
Post—-DISPATCH was furnishing a startling 
serial devoied to estate-eating, illu-trating 
for the bevetit of creditors the subiime pro- 
cess of Winding up corporations, banks and 
insuranée companies, wherein the eutire 
salvage passed into the pockets of referees,as- 
sicnees,attorneys and court officers,leaving the 
creditors high avd dry upon the rocks. Such 
was the effect upon business men that Vorn- 
brock’s creditors determined to steer clear ot 
the assignment process under the State law, 

and the jarger creditors proposed that he 
should in time work out the payment of 
his debis dollar for doliar under an 
arrangement piacing. the business and 
the factory inthe hands of a company to be 

organized with Vornbrock as president. The 
creditors agreed to act as. officers of the com- 
pany, giving their time and attention to the 


supervision of the business gratuitonsty. 
Notes were to be executed for 
payment in periodical installments, 


and the security would be the deed of Vorn- 
brock tothe company. Vornbrock was to 
give his personal attention to the business, 
drawing simply aliving salary for hia ser- 
vices. He cheerfully accepted the proposi- 
tion and the company system wus 
adopted. Conrades & Logeman, the 
heaviest creditor putting up_—_—ithe 
tue necessary half-paid capital, 
rangement with the approving signatures of 
creditors representing $78,000 of a total in- 
debtedness of $80,000. Of the $2,000 dissen- 
tients the Mitchei! Furniture Company figured 
for some few hundreds,ind suits were brought 
against.Vornbrock anu judgment obtained in 
respect of the diss®nting creditors’ claims, 
The case yesterday was in the nature of a test 
garnishment proceeding against Vornbrock, 
alleging fraud iv the transfer of his property. 

: CG. Marshall represented the 
Mitchell Furniture Company and EK. J. 
White{Mr. Vornbrock. The creditors who 
have stood by Vornbrock in his troubles ex- 
pecting to pull him through under the com- 
pany arrangement and at the same time save 


themselves from loss were ovresent at 
the trial and manifested much in- 
terest in the case. George W. 


Lubke was also present in the interest of the 
creditors, supporting Vornbrock.’ Severai 
Witnesses Were examined to shed full light 
on the arrangement made by the creditors, 
andthe jury was #0 gsatistied that there

fendant, Was returned in a Very few minutes.
